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REPORT OF TOWN AGENT. 


After a thorough search among the records and papers of the 
town, and careful inquiry of the officials and ex-oflicials there- 
of, your agent has been able to find twenty collector’s deeds of 
thirteen different pieces of real estate, sold to the town for non 
payment of taxes. In one instance the same property has 
been sold and deeded to the town three times for taxes aggre- 
gating $163.07. In several other cases there are two deeds of 
the same property held by town. Not one of these deeds has 
ever been put on record and in no case has the town ever taken 
possession of the property. But for some inexplicable reason 
has continued to tax the property to the delinquent after his 
title had fully passed to the town. It seems idle to say that 
such a course is not commendable. Hereafter all deeds to the 
town should be placed on record as soon as received and the 
town should at once take measure to gain full possession of the 
lands covered by the deeds. I do not believe the town can 
maintain title to any of the lands of which it holds deeds ex- 
cept in the case of the fifty-eight acre lots. I would, therefore, 
recommend that all other lands, of which the town: holds eol- 
lectors’ deeds, included.among the town’s assets he hereafter- 


excluded therefrom.

of the individual children, many of whom will go out from us 


and spend their lives in other places ; but for the good name of 
the town, as one that means to do the very best it can for its 
children, and as a town that is made attractive to outsiders, as 
a place of residence and for the investment of capital. One of 


vthe important questions asked by people seeking for a home 


‘and place of business is ‘*‘What are your school privileges?” 


‘Some improvement is descernible in our school system during 


the past three years, but there is room for more. Generous 
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appropriations for the school fund, the furnishing of comfort- 


able school houses and the supply of the best text books, are: 


investments which will pay, not only in the satisfaction with 
which we may regard our high stand on the subject of educa- 
tion, but financially. We note, as Jast year, the best results in 


the smaller and more retired districts where parents, teachers. 


and scholars work together for the common object. In the vil- 
lage districts, where there is more going on to attract the notice. 
of the pupils, we find that bane of schools, irregular attend- 
ance, hurtful, not only to the truants themselves, but also to. 
those who are regular and attentive. The board has this year 
appointed two truant officers, who have made commendable. 
efforts to overcome this drawback. We take some pride in 


making the statement that out of twenty-nine different persons. 


employed as teachers the past year, thirteen are residents of 
this town. Many of them are young ladies whu are striving to 
educate and fit themselves for the high profession of teaching. 
We regard it as wise policy to encourage such and to give them 
employment, so far as it is compatible with the interests of the 
schools. Ten years ago not one resident of Conway was em- 
ployed_as teacher in the schools of this town.

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At the close of the last school year every school and scholar 
in town was supposed to be fully supplied with school books an@ 
a considerable supply remained in the hands of the board, for 
distribution. These fact were stated in the report of the board 
and no appropriation for school supplies was asked for by the 
board or made by the district at its last meeting. No sooner 
had the schools begun, in May 1890, than calls began to come 
in from every school for large numbers of books, much to the 
surprise of the board. What had become of the supply of 
books previously issued is a problem we are unable to solve. 
In addition to these demands, a newschool had to be established 
at Redstone, which required a complete outfit of books through- 
out. A new law enacted by the legislature of 1889, made it 
the duty of school boards to purchase, at the exnense of towns 
all needed school supplies, and provided that in the first pur- 
chase under the new law, changes of text books might be made 
without regard to the five year limit provided by former laws. 
The board, believing that the scholars of this town should have 
the benefit of the best text books, made some changes. he 
necessities of the district, as above stated, had to be provided 
for without an appropriation. The unexpended balance of last 
year’s uppropriation was used as far as it would go. One fifth 
of the Literary Fund was also used, as provided by the statute. 
The funds thus available were insuflicient to supply all demands 
for school books and consequently there are some bills unpaid. 
The board estimates that an appropriation for the ensuing 
year, of not less than five hundred dollars, will be necessary to 
meet the needs of the district for school books. A system of 
book records has been adopted by the board, by which every 
book issued to pupils is charged and its condition noted. 
When the book is returned, it is credited and its condition 
noted, making every scholar responsible for books and for any 
loss or injury thereto. It is hoped that this system will be an 
effectual safe-guard against loss, other than the inevitable wear 
and tear.
